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The  Literary  and  Historical  Society  of  Quebec  was  a  semi-archival,  and  even  semi- 
official, repository  and  publisher  of  historic  documents  for  exactly  one  hundred  years:  from 
1824  to  1924.  During  these  hundred  years  it  received  various  small  governmental  grants 
for  the  publication  of  documents  concerning  the  history  of  Canada,  and,  more  particularly, 
New  France  and  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

But  in  1924  it  published  its  final,  or  "Centenary",  volume.  For,  by  that  time,  the 
development  of  governmental  Archives,  whether  Provincial  or  Dominion,  had  completely 
taken  the  place  formerly  filled  by  the  Society,  whose  most  learned  members  always  gave  their 
services  absolutely  free.  Besides,  the  total  cessation  of  all  governmental  grants  prevented 
the  Society  from  continuing  any  publications  whatsoever.  It  therefore  has  no  current  pub- 
lications for  exchange  with  any  other  Society. 

Moreover,  it  has  transferred  all  its  own  archives  to  its  proprietary  vault  in  the  Prov- 
incial Museum  at  Quebec.  Therefore  it  cannot  now  answer  any  questions  on  historical  docu- 
mentation, and,  above  all,  genealogy.  It  still  has  some  originals  and  reprints  of  its  former 
publications,  which  are  on  sale,  as  per  catalogue,  or  by  information  from  the  Librarian.  But 
it  makes  no  researches  whatsoever.  Moreover,  it  no  longer  buys  any  such  historical  items 
as  formerly. 

Inquirers  whom  the  Society  could  formerly  answer  must  now  kindly  refer  to  other 
sources :  for  instance : — 

1.  The  Public  Archives,  Ottawa. 

2.  Archiviste-en-chef,  Musee  Provincial,  Quebec. 

3.  Archiviste,  Archeveche  de  Quebec. 

4.  Archiviste  Notarial,  Palais  de  Justice,  Quebec. 

*N.B.  4.  Though  the  Card  Index  here  is  very  comprehensive,  referring  to  people  of  both  lan- 
guages and  all  religions,  yet  it  is  confined  to  the  City  and  the  District  of  Quebec. 
There  are  twenty-five  other  Notarial  districts  in  this  Province. 

Note: — Inquirers  will  please  kindly  remember  that  all  actual  research  is,  of  course,  a  subject  for 
mutual  agreement  between  the  inquirers  and  the  researchers  whom  they  employ.
